Whatever the arguments for demo- 
cracy, it must be admitted that dictatorship) has been 
on the increase since Versailles, having : been : established 
in Italy, Germany, Austria, Spain, Poland, and Turkey.

Communism_is_only another variety 
of dictatorship. Fascism and Communism both use the same 
wenpon of violence; both are sworn foes to democracy and indi- 


‘vidual liberty, with 


provoked a remarkable broadside from leading democrats. Only a 
few weeks ago a public manifesto entitled “Democracy and Liberty” 
was issued by. 142 persons of high distinction in the Churches 
universities, politics, science, art, and literature. The’ signatories 
represent. all shades of opinion, from Conservatives like Lord’ 
Eustace Percy and Mr. John. Buchan to Labour leaders such as Miss 
Bondfield and George Lansbury. The imposing list includes the 
names of the Archbishop of York, the Bishop of Birmingham, the 
Muster of Balliol, Professors Gilbert Murray und G. P. Gooch, Vis- 
count Cecil, A. §. Eddington, Julian Huxley, J. B. Priestley, ‘St. 
John Ervine, Roger Fry, Virginian Woolf, Sybil Thorndike, and Sir 
Herbert Samuel. All unite in protesting against all forms of dicta- 
torship and in standing strongly for “‘a profound conviction of the 
supreme importance of liberty . . - and a determination to: work 
through democracy, as the primary safeguard of liberty.” Dicta- 
torship has certain valuable virtues, virtues which are the opposite 
of some defects of democracy. Dictitorship can be strong, definite 
in creed, unified in policy, rapid in decision, and efficient-in action.
